Tuesdav morning about half past 
nine o'clock the family of John Dupre 
were routed from their hpme by the 
discovery that the roof was on fire, a 
fact of which they were unaware unti] 
a neighbor rapped at the door, A hasty 
telephone call *soon spread the alarm 
arid in a very short time the hose ond 
ladders were on the scen6.

At the conference held at Springfield 
in the office of the Governor on Jan. 8, 
1914, between Edward F. Dunne, Gov- 
ernor, Edmund Allen, Warden of the

Gold and Sliver Coinage. 
Gold and.allver coins woro author- 
ized at the same time by an act of 
congress in 1792,Oiut copper cblna, 
cents and half cents, were bisued be- 
fore either gold or silver. Tfa coinage 
of copper cents and half cents began 
in 1703, of sliver coins in 1794 and gold 
in 1795. Tho first gold coins laau'ed 
wnro the eagle, or ton-dollar piece, and 
half and quarter eagles. The doublo 
eagle, twentj'-dollac gold piece, was 
not issued till 1849, and the only piece 
of that year known to bo In existence 
is In tho mint at Philadelphia. From 
1849 to 1881 not a single twienty-doUar 
gold plcco was coined, but alnco 1881 
tho coinage has been continuous.

nut while this placing of the wires 
sufflced when running over open coun- 
try, there was still a doubt about what 
would happen when the train skirted 
along winding rlvera with mountains 
hemming In the view and seemingly 
offering an obsUcle to tho sending 
and the receiving of wireless Imihilaea. 
It Is along parU of the road of thla 
character that thrf wlrelesa telegraph 
would be of the greatest service, be- 
caufle the sinuous path of the track 
makes It Impossible for the towermai^ 
to seo trains for more than a Bhort 
distance, and block signals worked by 
track contacts are similarly obscured 
by bends In tho route. Would the 
wireleaa waves rlso out of the depth 
of the valleys and gel beyond to re- 
ceiving stations, or would the vibra- 
tions started from distant polnU get 
over the mouqtalns and down Into the 
winding pasBOB? 

In anticipation of probable dimcul- 
ties In this department of the work 
the Lackawanna jallroad erected at 
Scranton and at Blngharaton tall wire- 
less towers and these were expected 
to offset tho lowneBs of the aerials 
upon the train. Whether these tall 
towora are actually necessary for tho 
Immediate work cut out for them is 
not of present concern: they may bo 
a necessary part of the system when 
ultimately elaborated. Rut an Inter- 
esting fact haa developed: The mes- 
sages leaving the moving train are 
unquestionably able to get past Inter- 
vening mounUlns and to climb from 
the meandering valleys and find their 
way to antennae of the towers at 
Scranton and Blnghamton. 

According to the experts, the Hert- 
zian waves don't do this by climbing 
tho hills, hut by actually going 
through them. This Is because the 
earth Is a great magnet, and the wlre- 
lesa waves victually wade along part- 
ly through the ground and partly 
through the air. 

Even wireless telegraph involves an 
electrical circuit; the flow must even- 
tually return to tho ground. In this 
case tho ground Is the track upon 
which tho cars move. What would 
happen If the 'electrical dlachargo at 
the Instant of receiving a. message 
aboard the train should pass Into tho 
rail? Wouldn't this Interfere with tho 
current that already runs through the 
rails when a passing train cauabs. the 
automatic operating of some of tho 
block Bignals? Wouldn't the two elec- 
trical discharges cause signal trou- 
bles? 

The railroad electricians had their 
doubts, but the wireless men believed 
othe'rwise. and the tests have shown 
that there was no reason for anxiety. 
But why? you will ask. JuBt where 
the Hertzian waved return to the earth 
they liave a zero of electrical energy, 
or potential, as the export oxpressoa 
It. These points are the nodal, or ueu^ 
tral polnta, qorreBpondlng to the 
places on a vibrating string where the 
double' curves meet and cross and 
where there is no motion. For this 
reason tho wireless discharge Into the 
track hofl no power to upset the reg- 
ular current which controls the oper- 
ating of the block signals. 

Wireless telegrap'hy calls for a good 
deal of energy In the spark which 
croatoB the Hertzian waves, and the 
question waa: Where waa this cui^ 
rent to be obtained? In the present 
Instunce It has been drawn from tho 
batteries supplying current for the In- 
candescent lighting system. An Inde- 
pendent motor could easily ho provid- 
ed for tho solo purpose of furnishing 
energy for the wireless apparatus, and 
aeparato storage batteries could also 
bo Installed to' hold enough energy In 
reserve to do a good deal of telegraph- 
ing after tho train had halted for one 
reason or another. 
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The Marconi outflt has boon espo- 
clally developed for railroad sorvlce. 
Space and weight had to bo drawn 
upon economically and the whole sys- 
tem la Just about one-quarter the sUo 
of an ordinary installaUon. This nat- 
urally haa Imposed rellnemonte and 
made It neccBBary to take great care 
In offsetting the Jarring vibrations of 
a speeding train. Again the, electrical 
engineers have done well, because 
oven upon the flrst run tho apparatus 
functioned encouragingly. 

or course there are yet obstacles to 
be surmounted, because there are ro- 
flnemonts of adjustment that radically 
affect perfect working. The principal 
one of these has been that of regu- 
lating the wave lengths and In get- 
ting the Installation upon the moving 
train turned to the distant stations. 

The wave lengths generated by tho 
train equipment are about 800 meters 
long, or In the neighborhood of half a 
mile, and those have permitted of the 
maintenance of wlrelesB communica- 
tion for a distance just abort of 35 
miles. So far the operator aboard the 
train has been more succeaaful In 
dispatching than In receiving mes- 
sages and the Immediate cffortp will 
be directf»'^"':^ward putting him upon 
an equaili>V^;lth hla fellows at the 
fixed stations.''* 

Upon the trial run the condnctor of 
the Buffalo limited was taken 111 and 
when thirty-odd miles from Scranton 
a wireless call was dispatched for a 
relief conductor. Tho substitute was 
on hand when the train pulled Into 
that station. 

Again, there were more paasengers 
lha;i aeaU. and in the same way an 
extra coach waa ordered and made 
ready by the time the limited pulled 
Into Blnghamton. Upon a later run 
newfl Items were .received aboard the 
train and bulletins posted from time 
to time f'or the edlflcatlori of the pas- 
aengera. In time It will bo possible. 
It Is believed, for passengers to sonrt 
and receive messages at any moment 
of the day or night while tho trains 
are speeding olong at their highest 
rate. 

What Is perfectly plain Is the fact 
that tho advent of the wireless opera- 
tor aboard a moving train adds Just 
one more watcher who will bo con- 
tinually oh the alert and can co-oper- 
ate with towermen In keeping the en- 
gine driver Informed as to the state 
of the road ahead. Logically the next 
development of the system will be a 
■ telephone Installation extending from 
the room of the wireless operator to 
the cab of the locomotive and perhaps 
even to the fireman's position If his 
task Beparntes him rrom the engineer, 
or course the question of expense 
must be considered always, and for- 
tunately the. outlay Involved In this 
case Is not prohibitive. Tho station- 
ary planU at Scranton and Blngham- 
ton havo apparatus costing $3,000 for 
each, Independently of the wireless 
towers, and the train equipment costs 
about half this. The operator need be 
but little more skilful than tho aver- 
age railroad telegrapher.

Washington. Feb. Ifi.— Illinois leads 
all states In the value of Its agricul- 
tural products, according to a state- 
ment Issued on Friday by the census 
bureau, based on reports received 
from its agents. The relative rank 
of the first nine states In regard to 
value of 1909 crops showed that Illi- 
nois led with a total valuation for all 
farm crops of $372,000,000; Iowa was 
second with $315,000,OuO, Texas third 
with ?29S.OOO,000. followed by ' Ohio 
with J230.000.000: Georgia. ?327.000.. 
000; Missouri. $221,000,000; Kansas. 
$215,000,000; New York, $209,000,000. 
and Indiana, $204,000,000. Illinois 
ranked first In the production of corn, 
followed by Iowa and Missouri, and 
led also In the production of oats, 
followed by Iowa and MIneaota. 
Eleven of the leading crops showed a 
total aggregate value of $4,813,281.- 
000 and corn was the most val- 
uable.

There was no note found, nor was 
there anything known that would ex- 
plain why ho should have decided lo 
end Ills life. Kennedy was to have tes- 
tified on ..Monday in tho graft case in 
New York that Is being conducted by 
District Attorney Whitman. A sub- 
IKiena was served upon him Saturday. 
A copy of the subpoena and a sleep- 
ing car reservation on tho night train 
to New York were found In his pocket. 
He had previously refused to waive Im- 
munity and testify when asked to do 
BO by Mr. Whitman. According to a 
report here, Mr. Whitman Is In poa- 
sesslon of Mr. Kennedy's bank ac- 
counts, showing that the state treas- 
urer bad borrowed money from sever- 
al banks that w«re depositories of 
state funds.

Feb. 16.— Friday wai 
filled with victories for tho Congres- 
sional Union for Woman Suffrage. 
The members obtained the promise of 
a hearing on the national amendment 
enfranchising women from Represent- 
atlve Clayton, chairman of tho Judi- 
ciary committee, and they got permis- 
sion to use the steps of the capitol 
for the demonstration In May.

U. S. HONORS ABE LINCOLN 

Ground Broken at Capital on His 
BIrViday Where $2,000,000 Memori- 
al Will Be Erected. 

Washington, Feb. 14.— Ground was 
broken on Thursday, the anniversary 
of tho birth of Abraham Lincoln, for 
tho Lincoln memorial, a $2,000,000 
structure, the purpose of whose de- 
signers Is that It shall stand aa an ex- 
ample of tho best in nrchitefiture and 
sculpture that this age could produce. 
Tho silo for the memorial is In Po- 
tomac park, on an "axis," planned 
more than a century ago, at one end 
of which Is the capltol. the monument 
of the government; and at tho other, 
more than a mile to tho west, tho 
Washington monument.

Washington, Vcb. 17.— Augustus Oc- 
tavlua Bacon, United States senator 
from Georgia for nearly 19 years/and 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee since the ascendency of the 
Democratic party, died in a hospital 
here on Saturday after an iliuess of ten 
days. Ho waa the first United States 
senator elected by direct vote of tho 
people under tho aevontoonth consti- 
tutional amendment. The Immediate 
cause of death was diagnosed as a 
blood clot In the heart. , ^ 

Mr. Bacon's death was a shock to 
his colleagues. A public funeral was 
hold In the senate chamber on. Tues- 
day afternoon, and was attended by 
the senate and houso of represonta- 
tlvea. the president and his cabinet, 
Justices of tho Supremo court, members 
of the diplomatic corps, tho admiral of 
the navy and chief of staff of tho army. 

In the death of Senator Bacon Pres- 
ident Wilson loses one' of his chief ad- 
visers on foreign affalra. Mr. WHson, 
on learning tho news, said: 

"My asBOclatlon with Mr. Bacon has 
been of tho most cordial' and, to mo, 
helpful sort. I particularly profited by 
his experience in foreign affairs."

Tho bullet passed 
through the* woodwork of his carriage, 
struck him In tho left hip and fell into 
the carriage seat. His Injury consist- 
ed merely of a bruise, tho woodwork 
having destroyed tho bullet's force. 
He reported the attack later* to Ad- 
miral Mayo, who notlfled Mr. Llnd and 
Consul Canada.

(Journat or Acrlculture and Standard 
Farmer, Doc. 5. 1313.) 
Thinking It tiot out of the scopo of 
hit work ta talk over farm problems 
with tho roemben of hla congregation, 
a preacher in Morgan county, Ohio, 
frequently advanced ideas which he 
thought would bo of value to his peo- 
ple, Among other things last spring, 
he encouraged the use of a good grade 
of fertilizer on tho corn ground which 
wan tq be planted In that community. 
That his advice hdd a good efToct U 
cxplnlncil by one of tho farmers htm- 
Bolr who said, "We have a preacher 
whty'sald wo ought to use fortlllzerfl. 
That is Bomothing 1 had never done, 
but I thought 1 w.ould try. So I 
bought enough of a good fertilizer so 
that I could put on from .100 to 400 
pounds to each acre. Tho fortlllzor 
cost me $20 per ton or about $3 or $4 
an aero. Now, I havo boon getting 
about 40 bushels of corn to the acre 
In the pnat, whllo I nm sure the yield 
will go up to 60 or .70 buahols this 
year. I am getting a good return for 
the J3 or %\ I Invested In fertlllzerB, 
for each acre. 1 am ahead at least 20 
bushela of corn for each acre, and this 
ought to be worth |12 or J15. 1 am 
convinced of ono thing nnd that Is. It 
paya ,to use fortlllzor If you got tho 
right kind ami buy It nt the right 
place." "- 





WHAT A FAYETTE COUNTY (OHIO) 
BOY HAS DONE. 

"Raising 111.76 bushola of nhellod 
corn per acre." 

In producing a high yielding acre 
of corn, I considered three main 
IMlnts: First, the aoll ami Ub want- 
ing elements whicli are to be Ruppllcd 
by fertilizer; second, the seed corn, 
and third, the cultivation of the crop. 

In the fall^of 1012, seed corn of. 
Dunseth Yellow Dent variety was se-j 
lected. This was guarded from se- 
vere freezing during the winter and 
tested for germlnatloA late In Febru- 
ary. The eara standing this teat were 
carefully selected nnd muted to ono 
type which aimed al depth of kernel 
and amount of oil. Tnese special se- 
lectod ears were sUelled and the 
, shelled com graded py hand picking 
the grains, ono by one! This was slow 
work, but It Insured iJhe seed planted 
to be of nearly perfec^ quality.

loaiu. xjDurIng the winter the ground 
was covered with manure. Late In 
tho winter when the ground waa not 
frozen, 1 cut the end and manure with 
a heavy cutter. This pulverized the 
sod, so as to make it available later 
on for the plant roots. I broke the 
ground eight and one-half inches 
deep In March. Close behind the plow 
I followed with a drug to keep the 
molBture. After the floods and other 
heavy ralnn of March and April, tho 
ground was harrowed to conser/e the 
moisture. On May 8 the soli was 
double cut, harrowed and dragged. 
On the following day 320 pounds of 
fertilizer, analyzing one per cent, am- 
monia, six per cent, available phos- 
phoric acid and eight per cent potash, 
was drilled into the seed bed. 

The same day the corn waa planted, 
drilled In- rows three feet two Inches 
apart. AU corn ruined by wire worms 
was promptly replanted. Later a frost 
killed this replanted corn when but a 
few Inches high. Ah It was too late 
to replant, 1 reset plants from a re- 
serve plot of corn pltinis. 

In the cultivation, a harrow used 
soon after corn came through ground, 
and five plowln^s, served to couaervo 
moisture and at tho same time keep 
tho ground loose. After the second 
cultivation I aimed at eliallow plow- 
ing. 

l\\ July Iho corn was suckered and 
about the same time lioed. 

On July 6 a very severe windstorm 
nearly ruined tho acre. On tho StU 
and 9th much time waa spent In an at- 
tempt to straighten nnd pr6p up the 
twisted nnd broken stalks. This made 
it possible for many bushels of corn 
to mature. 

AU amutty stalks were doped with 
a mUtUi-o of fungicides on July 17. A 
second application proved Buccessful. 
Also all tassels woro cut from smutty 
and barren stalks. 

No other work was done to the crop 
until husking, In October. The yield 
waa 111.70 bushola of shelled com, aU 
of- which was In a matured and mai^ 
ketable condition.
